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Town urged to restore 
historical building 
windows 

Carolyn Botari and Mary Lamb urged the 
Town of Pelham in a letter to have windows 
in the Fenwick railroad engineers clubhouse 
examined by a qualified conservationist. 

The town should restore and preserve as 
many as windows possible, they said. 

At town council's Aug. 22 meeting, the 
club asked the municipality to replace the 
windows in the 1875 Quaker meeting house 
in 2017. 

Botari and Lamb want the town to go 
a step further with a restoration of the 
windows. 

The building, called the White Meeting 
House, was first built at Welland Road and 
Effingham Street by a Hicksites Quaker 
group. In 1929, the Women's Institute moved 
it to its current site in on Maple Street in 

The railroad club leased it from the town 
in the 1970s. 

While not yet designated a heritage 
building, it is considered historically 
significant by the Pelham Historical 


Association in a 2007 survey and by a 
former Pelham heritage group. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn said the letter 
was taken for information rather than as 
a presentation because town council has 
already agreed to consider the windows 
after the request from the model railroad 
club.

When negotiations were underway to 
bring the new GE plant to the Rose City, 
questions about access to local air service 
were prominent, he said. 

Businesses often want to knowwhat serv¬ 
ices are available to move people and prod¬ 
uct around, which can make all the differ¬ 
ence in where those dollars are invested, he 
added. 

Niagara Falls Mayor Jim Diodad said each 
time he meets with an international group, 
the first questions he's asked often revolve 
around local airports. 

The facilities are on the minds of “every 
major corporation,” he said, adding they are 
assets Niagara needs to have. 


The municipalities will still be funding the 
airports, just through a different portion of 
thetaxbill,hesaid.

A severely emaciated dog found in Dun- 
nville earlier this week is in the care of the 
Welland and District Humane Society. 

John Greer, the animal rescue agency's 
executive director, said the call came in 
about the nine-month old black Labrador 
retriever mix last Tuesday at about 5:30 p.m. 
Animal control officers responded to the 
George Street and Thompson Creek Court 
area where someone had held the dog until 
they arrived on scene. 

Greer said once they got there they could 
see just howbad the dog’s condition is. 

"There's absolutely no excuse you can 
give to allowyour animal to get to that stage," 
Greer said of the young male dog. 

The dog is so emaciated that his stom¬ 
ach has collapsed in on itself and there is no 
muscle mass left Greer described it as the 
body feeding off of itself because there was 
no other nourishment 
As for how the dog got to this state, it’s still 
a mystery. He was in at the veterinarian last 
Thursday getting bloodwork donetoruleout 
health issues that may have caused such an 
extreme weight loss. Greer said the humane 
society is looking for potential owners. 

“You don't know if it is an owned animal 
or if it is a cruelty case or is it a dog that’s 
just been running for so long that now it's 
gotten emaciated,” he said. "So we have to 
find out, that’s important” 

Greer said while social media has been 
quick to condemn an owner, the humane 
society first needs to find out if it even has 
an owner. 


Greer said if it's a matter of the dog run¬ 
ning away, and the owner taking all meas¬ 
ures to find him, it wouldn’t be a cruelty 
issue. That happens when an animal is 
blantantly neglected, either by not being 
fed or receiving veterinary care. 

"We would definitely go for a ban of 
ownership," Greer said. “If it's been in 
somebody’s care and they’ve allowed it 
to get to that state, they definitely don’t 
deserve to get that animal back” 

Greer said the humane society would go 
so far as to recommend lifetime ban given 
the extreme state of the dog found in Dun- 
nville. 

There is also the potential for prison time 
and a fine: up to two years and $60,000. 

The dog's friendly state and lack of 
aggression suggest that it probably was 

Hope is not lost for this yet unnamed 
dog. Now that he's receiving care, he'll be 
getting the help he needs. 

“They can mm around really quickly,” 
Greer said. “Animals are pretty resilient.” 

Proper food intake and medications are 
high on the list of getting this dog into a 
healthy state. While he will get some exer¬ 
cise, there will be a lot of kennel rest for 

Greer said once the dog is back in good 
health, he should be a good candidate for 
adoption. 

In the meantime, Greer and the Welland 
SPCA are asking anyone who has informa¬ 
tion about this dog and his owner to give 
them a call at 905-735-1552, ext 2.
